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Commission Continues Struggle For 


Road Funds 


The Coffee County Commission met in regular session on 
Monday, April 23, at the courthouse in Enterprise, and agreed to 
meet with State Highway Department officials one last time in an 
pri to acquire additional funds needed to repair the roads in 

county. 

County Engineer Leslie Mullins stated, ‘‘We have $139,000 in 
Federal and State funds, but we'll lose it if it isn’t used soon.” 
The funds had been earmarked by the Commission to be used to 
erect a new bridge at Snellgrove’s Mill, but the State placed the 
bridge near the bottom of its priority list, meaning additional 
funds to build a new bridge would be very small, if any. Fearing 
a loss of funds, the Commission told Mullins to work up an 
estimate on emergency road repair, and pledged to use the 
money originally earmatked for the bridge to save the roads. At 
Monday's piaetihg, Mullins presented an estimate of $291,000 to 
do emergency repairs, which meant the county must borrow 
$152,000 to cover expenses. All the commissioners balked at 
having to borrow such a big amount and agreed to meet with 
ee Department officials again in an effort to get more 

nds. 


The emergency work to be done includes: (1) Seal on County 
Road 43 from New Brockton to Damascus; (2)Seal on County 
Road 45 from Enterprise to the county line; (3) Seal on County 
Road 11 to Crenshaw County line; (4) leveling on County Road 
14 from Batten’s Crossroads to Fairview; and (5)work on County 
Road 79 in two places -- from 167 to chicken plant, and from 
Artis Smith’s to New Hope. The work totals almost 30 miles. 


Monday's meeting actually began at 10:00, with all 
commissioners present. Present were Jack Hornsby, Rex 
Boutwell, Gilmer Grant, Don Smith, Bennie Beckham and Max J. 
Reeves, along with Probate Judge James L. Sawyer. 


Tax Assessor Mac McKinney addressed the Commission 
concerning the mapping contract with Coston Barlow. McKinney 
asked that Barlow be retained on contract be; with May 1, 
1978 tax period until April 30, 1979. The ion delayed 
action until authorization by the State. McKinney also requested 
that the Equalization Board be called into session on May 7 or 
May 14. Commission must verify mapping records before 
the taxes can be finalized. 


Mr. Bernie Cobb, of the Enterprise Chamber of Commerce, 
asked the Commission to request the Department of Industrial 
Relations to do a ‘‘Manpower Resource Report’? on Coffee 
County. The report will cost the county nothing, and all the 
coufity must do is provide office space for the workers for a 


period of 3 to 4 weeks. ° ji a 


The Commission agein discussed an expense allowance for the 
coroners, and voted to ask the local legislators to introduce a bill 
to authorize a $50 monthly expense allowance for each coroner. 
The coroners had asked for $100 per month in an 


expense 
allowance, but Rep. Jimmy Holley reported State law placed the © 


coroner’s salary at $12.50 per case and 15 cents a mile. The 
coroners stated they would not ask for a mileage charge if the 
$100 nse allowance should be approved, but the Commission 
Te; it couldn’t change the pay without State approval. 


County Attorney Braxton Rowe was at the meeting and the 
Commission quizzed him about a recent bill for $7,000 from his 
legal firm.. The fees were for (1) senting the County in a 
lawsuit to build a jail in Enterprise, (2) working to establish the 
legality of paying legal fees in indigent cases, and (3) aiding the 
county in the collection of back fees from Solid Waste 
Enterprises. 

“I feel the fee is fair and reasonable,’’ said Rowe, but the 
Commission disagreed and asked Rowe to work up a chart 
showing actual hours spent on the cases. Rowe stated in the 
future he would submit an hourly report, but added, ‘‘It would be 
impossible to give an accurate estimate on the work covered in

Railroad asked the county to pay $727 per crossing, and the 


county must keep up the crossings. The Commission agreed to 
enter into an agreement with the S.C.L. Railroad. Rowe also 
discussed the county's suit against Douglas Pittman. The 
Commission is suing Pittman in an attempt to recover money it 
declares Pittman owes the county in fees collected while he was 
manager of the Farm Center. 


Commission Clerk Brunease Winston told the Commission:

We have great opportuni- 
ties for agriculture and live- 
stock production in Coffee 
County. We can expand in 
soybean production. We can 
maintain as good a peanut 
program as possible. Beef 
cattle, dairying, swine and 
broiler production can be 
expanded. 

We have markets for all of 
these products. Generally 
speaking, prices will vary. I 
think the key to success is to 
get together a combination of 
enterprises or even one 
enterprise and then manage 
with as much precision as 
possible. 


SOYBEANS 

Coffee County producers 
will plant over 30,000 acres of 
soybeans this year. In fact, we 
may go to 40,000 acres of 
soybeans or over. Our re- 
commended planting dates for 
Coffee County are May 15 to 
June 1S. Unless I were double 
cropping, I would definitely 
plan to go ahead and plant 
sometime in May. 

Soybean varieties vary so 
much. We have early-season, 
mid-season and late-season 
beans. For most growers I 
would recommend planting one 
of the early-season varieties 
sometime in May. These are 
Lee 74, Centennial, Davis, 
Tracy, Coker 156 or McNair 
600. A word of caution for 
new soybean growers: Be sure 
to use a soybean inoculant on 
the seed and also do not plant 
in a dry soil. Keep your seed 
in the bag until you have good 


moisture conditions. Then 
plant.

mation at our office on herbi- 


cides and other planting 
information.
